To deal with the growing conflici 
between fanners and rural residents, an 
unusual alliance of interests has colInlKv 
raced on a proposal to allow counties to 
require rural home buyers to sign a “nui- 
sance waiver," or an agreement not to 
complain about tlie ordinary practices of 
neighboring farmers. 

llie Idaho Farm Bureau, building con- 
tractors and Realtors have come togeth- 
er to, protect farmers and their own • 
members from complaints and litigation. 

Under the terms of die proposal, coun- 
ties could prevent home buyers from 
complaining about the bright lights of 
the nei^boring dairy, the smell of cow 
manure or the noise of early-morning 
crop-dusters. ^ 

Twin Falls County already has such a 
provision, Maughan said, though it 
doesn’t have the backing of state law. It 
has helped to quiet complaints but has 
itsliinics.

Investigators said it was still 
too early to spcoilatc on what 
caused the crash, and thnt engne 
failure and pilot error were just 
two areas being looked at.

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WASHINtflON (AP) - Less 
fotceful air bags might save the 
livK of dozens of children a year 
but could cost the lives of hun- 
dreds of adults, new government 


However, domestic automakers 
said Tuesday they strongly dis- 
agree with those figures. They 
say less forceful air togs will savi; 
more lives than arc lost — includ- 
ing more adult lives. 

Air bags opening at speeds up 
to 200 mph have been blamed for 
the deaths of 34 children and 20 
adults — mostly smaller adult 


won>tm — in low-speed accidents' 
they otherwise would have sur- 
vived.- Air bags also have saved 
more than 1,600 lives in higher- 
speed acciden ts. 

— Federal regulators have placed - 
a high priority on reducing 
deaths from air bags — panicu- 
larly those of children. They are

bags in neivcars. 

When almost all vehicles on 
the road have air bags sometime 
in the next century, air bags 
could kill 128 children a year.

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Supreme Court mling makes some businesses easier targets for suits 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme 
Court made som&small businesses easier 
targets for employment-bias lawsuits 
Tuesday by telling the nation’s judges, 
how to interpret a key anti-discrimina- 
.don law. 

_ TTm cou rt, voting unanimou sly, revived— 
a'woriiah''s scx-biaTlawsuit against a 
Chicagb-based firm by niliiig the compa- 
ny qualified as one with 15 or more 


employees. 

Ac issue was how Congress intended to ’ 
count to IS when it applied the law 
known as Title vn of the Civil Rights Act 
of 19S4 to any employer “who hat 15 or 
more employees for^mch working day in 
each of M or mom raTi»nrf.ir w r«»ks in tho- 
current or preceding calendar year.” 

Although ruling’s focus was narrow, its ' 
potential impact is significant. As of 


1991, there were more than a half-million 
American businesses with 10 to 19 work- 
ers, more than 7.4 million people in ail. 

Some lower courts had ruled that Title 
vn covers, employers with 15 or more 
employees on the payroll every working 
—day. for the required-numbcr-of-wceks.— 
But other courts had said the law covers 
only businesses with 15 or more employ- 
ees actually on the job every working 


day. for the required number of weeks. 

In an opinion by Justice Antonin 
Scalia, the nation's hi^c.st court said the 
“payroll mcthod'.lis the prq^r test.

Blaine County nears joint 
housing authority deal

HAILEY - the Qty of Ketchum and 
Blaine County came one step closer 
Tuesday to forming a joint housing 
t mthnri ty, OS negotiators talked over the 
fin^ points of the arrangement. 

The agreement is sought to pool dty 
and county resources, and form an 
autonomous organization to build 
affordable housing 

According to a proposed budget, 
Blain e County would be asked to con- 
tribute $25,600. Ketchum has con- 
tributed almost $83,000, including 
SlliOOO oh a coumywide housing needs 
assessment. 

Ketchum Housing Coordinator Karl 
Fulntor said next year’s budget could be 
lower. 

Fulmer, who would also step. up to 
become dlreaor of tbe proposed hous- 
ing authority, said the authority also 
would be “oedvdy involved in looking 
for land acquisition in the county,” and 
would propose zoning and land use poli- 
cy changes. 

Blaine County Commissioner Len 
Harlig expressed concern about how 


much work Fulmer could give the 
.authority, while working for the dty of 
• Ketchum. 

Ketchum Qty Council member Dadd 
Hutchinson said regular dty and cormi>' 
reviews would enable either party to 
review the authority’s productivity. 

Ketchum Mayor Guy Coles said he' 
did not have a problem with Fulmer’s 
work for authority. 

“His enthusiasm would be enough for 
the whole county,” Coles said. 

Fulmer said the dty w*as willing to 
cover the comity’s shore of Fulmer’s 
salary* for the rest of tbe 1996-97 budget 
year. 

Newly elected Blaine County 
Commissioner Dennis Wright ques- 
tioned the deaL 

“The money you’re coming in here 
yrith you’ve idready taken from your

But Fulmer said that the housing 
authori^-could, after time, begin to 
support itself.

POCAIELUD (AP) - Idaho bird 
watchers are all atvrittcr over a vis- 
itor from abroad rarely if ever seen 
before in these pons. 

A Siberian Accentor, which 
should be in China this time of 
year, has been flitting around 
Hailey for the last three .weeks. 

“It’s causing a national stir,” said 
Chuck.Trost, an Idaho State. 
University biology professor and 
ornithologist who saw the bird 
Sunday. “This is an impossible bird 
to sec in North America.” 

Bird watchers' spcailaictharthc 
Pineapple Express, a tropica) 
storm track across the Pacific 
Ocean, gave the waiblcr-likc song- 
bird an unexpected one-way ticket 
to the central Idaho resort area 
“Birders get pretty giddy about 
this.” said Raymond Clark, an 
Idaho State University doctoral 
student in biology. 

Clark posted a notice on the 


Internet last week that a Siberian 
Accentor was in the United States. 
Since then he has been getting 
cnitt from birders nationwide who 
want to add the rare.find to.thcic_ 
^ Life List - a record of the birds 
they have spotted. 

Many ore willing at a moment’s 
notice to buy a plane ticket to 
. Hailey and trudge, around for 
hours for the thrill of seeing the 
bird for as little as three minutes. 

Clark and another Idaho State 
doctoral student, Lucy Wang, 
"Watched the Siberia Aomtor for— 
five minutes one morning last week. 

“It was cxdting," said Wang, a 
native of China who had never 
seen the bird in her county. 

The Siberian Accentor is about 6 
'inches long, and both moles and 
females have a black crown and 
face with a streak of buff-yellow 
over their eyes. It lives in Siberian 
forests in the summer and spends 


winters in China, eating mostly 
seeds. It has been only rarely spot- 
ted in Alaska du:^ the summer. 

Poo Wright-PuUiam first identified 
_theJmd using an Alaskan bird book. _ 

“I was pretty sure I'd found 
something that was unusual, but I 
had no idea,” she said. 

The bird since has moved from 
. her backward to jilong the Wood . 
River. 

“It’s hanging out there with the 
juncos and fin^cs,” she said. 

The bird has livened up the 
neighborhood. -Birders are sgning 
a guest book in a bag suspended - 
from a tree. Children are selling 
hot chocolate. Wright-Pulliam, on 
artist, is selling T-shirxs with her 
sketch of the bud and is donating 
- part of the sales to wildlife groups. 

“We've created a Utile chaos,” 
she said. “It’s been a lot of fun. The 
most fun is meeting all the people 
from all over the country."

The head of the Idaho 
Watersheds Project said Tuesday 
that a state Dcpormicm of Lands 
recommendation against granting 
him a lease on 640 acres of land 
about 25 miles south of American

Udder for the lease. 

“The real intention of those who 
suppon the department’s recom- 
mendation here is to prevent the 
Idaho Watersheds Project from ever 
holding 0 lease on state school 
endowment land, no matter the pur- 
pose^” he told (he fivemember state 
Land Board at its monthly meeting. 

Marvel said Apolitical considera- 
tions” were behind the fact that his 
group has foiled to win a single 
state grazing lease despite more 
than a dozen attempts. 

That dearly upset the GOP gov- 
ernor, who'^ was joined by 
. Democratic state Controller J.D. 
WSIiams ilFfwinting out that some 
of the Land Board votes on Marvel's 
grazing lease applications in recent 
years luve been bipartisan.

BURLEY - Reversing an earli- 
er decision, a Cassia County dis- 
trict judge Tuesday took defense 
attorney Dave Haley off the case 
involving a drug trafficking sus- 
pect, linked in court testimony to 
two local murder investigations. 

Citing a conflict of interest, 5th 
District Judge George Granata 
Jr. ordered Haley to the sidelines 
for Gilbert Rodriguez’ upcoming 
trial on five drug-related felonies. 

Rodriguez, a man police say is 
a major drug trafficker in the 
Mini-Cassia area, is charged with 
dealing methamphetamine, or 
crank. In a separate incident, 
_Rqdxiguez is also charged with 
rivo couius of battery. 

Although another one of 
Haley’s clients is cooperating 
with police and prosecutors by 
sharing information implicating 
Rodriguez in nvo separate mur- 
der cases, Granata initially did 
not see any conflict with Haley 
representing Rodriguez. 

Granata said he changed his 
mind after seeing the relation- 
ship between Rodriguez and 
Haley’s other client spelled out in 
an article in 77ic ^ima^Ncws. 

Todd Maas, a felon serving

"Even though, 
technically, I did not have a con- 
flict, it injected issues into the 
case that did not need to be 
there. It at least created the 
appearance of a conflict.”

“Our first priority remains to 
secure the, border,". INS 
Commissioner Doris Meissner 
told a news conference Tuesday.

with 62. “Wc arc continuing to 
concentrate these agents in the 
highest illegal immigration coni- 
d(^” Mei^ier said. 

Once chronically underfunded, 
INS bos seen its fortunes improve 
dramatically in recent years while 
other fcdei^ agencies have had 
to scale back. Tbc budget for the 
fiscal year that began Oct. 1 is 
more than double the SL5 billion 
INS received at the start of the 
Clinton administratian in 1993. 

“Our borders have been greatiy 
strengthened with more person- 
nel and better tedmology, work- 
place enforcement has gotten 
to^er, and a record nmri>er of 
criminal aliens have been depon- 
ed,” President Clinton said in a 
statement.

Caviar is perishable, so it must always 
be kept in the coldest part of the refi^ 
crator. To keep it coli caviar is often

— bowl of-ice. Metal^-said to give the- 
eggs a metahic taste, which is why the 
tiny spoons used to served are often 
made of tortoiseshell or bom.

Act now to prevent peach leaf curl 


Four gardening chores are 
waiting on you. There arc the 
pe'acTT t re^sTihe" niteV' Jamago," “ 
the house plants and the soil test 
wanting attention in mid- 
January. 

By-the time-you see peach-leaf— 

curl in mid;suinmcr, it’s too late 
to do much about it. Ideally, the 
first application of lime sulfur 
was put on in December. Then 
the second spray in January 
would prevent the curling, crin- 
Idinglcavcs; 

Peach leaf curl oyensinters on 
the bark, nvigs and old, infected 
leaves. The spores enter the bud 
scales in late winter just as the 
buds begin to swell. That’s why 
die spray must be in place before 
that happens. If left to progress, 
peach leaf curl can leave a tree 
leafless. 

Use lime sulfur or fixed copper 
with a spreader-sticker, accord- 
ing to label directions. 

’ Check the base of all your tree 
trunks for teeth marks. Field mice 
get hungiy and gnaw all around a

tree, ^rdling it When the bark is 
removed all around a tree, the 
tree can't transport nutrients up 
and down, and it dies. 

If you sec evidence of some- 
thing snacking on your trees, get 
a scrap of window screen and cut 
it big enough to fit loosely 
around the base of the tree. A 
couple of inches clearance will 
keep ihc'little beasts from chenv- 
iflg right through. Cut the screen 
about 18 inches high. Staple the 
ends together and let the screen 
sit toosdy on the ground. These 
sacen dndes have put an end to 
the free lunch at our trees. 

House plants have usually 


slowed down some this time of 
year, but they need attention 
~jUSt'Vh<rn“yoli’re"" not~airihar 
busy outside. They need water 
when the top of the soil feels 
dry. They also need a monthly 
— fcediagT-ao-umct-chcck-and-a- 
bath.« 

- Spider mite cause those clear, 
sticicy little drops of sap on the 
leaves and stems. If the leaf color 
looks stippled or spotty, or there 
are teeny-weeny little webs on 
the undersides of leaves or on 
the “elbow” between the branch 
and leaf, that’s evidence of spi- 
der mites. 

The mites themselves are 
rarely seen because they’re so 
tiny. A magnifying glass will 
show you that the little reddish- 
brown dots on the bonoms of the 
' leaves have legs, though. 

Wash the leaves, stems and 
branches with warm water and 
soap, such as Palmolive dish- 
waging soap (not Jvory: it has 
lotions and things plants don’t 
like). Use an old, soft sponge or 


sturdy paper towel top and bot- 
tom. This is. sloppy: Give your 
planTs'Oieirbathrsoraeplacc— 
where you won't mind a little 
' soap and water here and there. 

Rinse with a tepid, weak tea solu- 
— tion. This-helps the pores-close .. 
again and rinses off all thesoap 
residue. And the whole process 
gives spider mites and their eggs 
the hcavc-ho. 

If the garden soil is thawed, 
call up the extension office and 
ask about a soil test. The peo- 
ple there will tell you how to 
do it and where to send the 
samples. There will be a small 
charge.

If y ou shi ver, it’s too 
cold outside for pets 


Winter is the best time to repot plants 


PHOENIX (AP) — This is a 
good time to check whether 
plants growing in containers \st 11 
benefit from repotting. Spring - 
transplanting also tends to stimu- 
_.Jate.new growth., which can be 
even more of a benefit. 

Plants that appreciate larger 
quarters usually provide ample 
dues. 

Look for dLscoIored or yellow- - 

ing leaves, roots coming oiit of 
the drain hole or growing 
exposed on top, a plant that wilts 
frequently and needs daily 
watering, or tvatcr that rims out 
of a pot os soon as'applicd. 

Those are symptoms of a pot- 
bound plant. 

A secondary benefit of spring 
repotting is the opportunity to re- 
assess the placement and num- 
ber of outdoor containers. 

■ Since too many small contain- 
ers are a guaranteed maintc- . 
nance nightmare, caa the plants 
be grouped into larger contain-' 
ers? Did the plants seem to suffer 
last year in the afternoon sun? 
Did the containers get too hot? Is 
a shift to a location with morning 
sun feasible? 

Many house plants can be root- 
and top-pruned and rclurned to 
the same pot after adding fresh 


Afa/iy hottse plants can be root- mid top-pruned and 
returned to die same pot after addingfresk^-otringmalium. 
This also helps keep th em siiiall eiioudi for indoor adture. 


growing medium. This also helps 
keep' them small enough for 
indoor culture. 

Reporring used to be called 
“shifting" — transferring a plant 
from a small to a larger pot — 
and the rules were inflexible. 
Only the next-sira pot could be 
used: A plant grooving in 3-inch 
pot had to be moved to a 4-inch 
one. The size of a pot, tnddcnial- 
ly, is measured by its diameter at 
the top. 

These days, the process is more 
flexible, but many of the old 
practices still arc good basics. 
They developed from commer- 
cial needs, where plants vi(cre 
grown to be shipped. 

One example is that pots must 
be clean. Try not to move plants 
tvhilc the ball of soil is wet; wail 
imti] it’s dry enough to crumble. 
Plants should never be rc-set 
deeper than they were growing 
originally. Foliage should be 
pruned to match any loss of roots 
in transplanting. 


Another good rule: If the plant 
did well in the old container, 
stick with the same type — plas- 
— tie or day. ^ 

In the home, plants should sur- 
vive if moved from 2-inch to 4- 
inch pots or from 4-inch to 6-inch 
pots. But don’t give them too 
’ great a shift. That can create 
drainage problems. 

Remember, too, that ha^wood 
plants such as azdeas, ro^ and 
palms ore more tricky than soft- 
wood ones like flowers. 

It’s also wise to standardize the 
growing medium. A good mix will 
drain well, hold water, have suffi- 
dent nutrients and allow oxygen 
to penetrate. 

Garden soil, even if topsoil, is 
certain to be a headache in con- 
tainers. Most container mixes arc 
soilless types based on equal 
parts of sphagnum peat moss, 
perlite and coarse sand, plus fer- 
tilizer and lime. For cactus, try 
h^ peat, 40 [icrccnt sand and 10 
percent perlite. 


A slow-relcase fertilizer is good 
insurance with a soilless mix. If 
you are repotting only a few 
- plants, it’s usually simpler to buy 
a Commcrdal mix. 

To g et the plan t out of a con- 

taincr, turn it upsiBe^own, Hold 
it firmly with one hand and tap 
the rim sharply on a solid sur- 
face. 

Cut the rootball on the sides 

and bottom^ about Wiridi deep,"'' 
and lightly induce the roots to 
break from the dimensions of the 
old pot. 

Put suffident growing medium 
into the new pot so the plant will 
stand about an inch below the 
rim, with the soil level about the 
same as it was originally. Jam the 
new mix around it, using your 
thumbs. 

Water the plant until water 
comes out of the drainage hole. 

Container growing has been 
around for centuries. Ancient 
Egyptian hieroglyphics show 
pl^ts growing in containers. 

Some old practices, such as 
covering the drainage hole with 
broken pieces of clay pots or 
stones, notv ore questioned. Most 
gardeners use a hunk of sphag- 
num moss to coyer the drainage 
hole.

How cold is too cold for a dog 
or cat to stay outside? It seems a 
funny question as I sit in shirt- 
sleeves on my porch in January, 
but it is certain that the cold 
snap we Southerners call winter 
will soon be upon us. When the 
temperature drops below freez- 
ing, we are the less prepared, 
than our friends to the north. 

So, in the name of being pre- 
pared, I am planning ahead for 
my animals. 

I often hear folks say' that a 
dog can stay out in the cold ' 
because he has a thick coat. No 
doubt, the breeds with thick 
coats arc more comfortable 
than those who arc nearly 
naked. The huskic, akita, 
samoyed and related breeds 
arc quite well-suited for cold 
temperatures. Chihuahuas and 
other light-coated dogs certain- 
ly can’t be expected to handle 
the more frigid days outdoors. 
These guys have such a sensi- 
tivity to cold that they shiver in 
the house with us! Common

do well when it is even a little 
chilly outside. 

But remember, even a 
warm coast doesn’t keep a 
human-comfortable if ho is 
sleeping on the cold ground 
in a winter wind. Dogs and 
cats need the same things wc 
do: a wind-proof shelter, 
warm bedding off the floor 
and a source of external heat. 

If any one of the three are 
missing, then the other two 
will not suffice. 

Wc are not just talking eso- 
teric comfort levels here. The 
body has a certain amount of 
energy available from the food 
it takes in. That energy allot- 
ment must be proportioned for 
the needs of the body: some 
keeping each organ going, some 
for exercise and movement, 
some for growth in the young, 
some for reproduction in the 
adult and some for. heat produc- 
tion. • i. .

Country Floors’ showroom in 
Philadelphia recently for a pre- 
sentation. “People start out reno- 
vating a kitchen or bathroom, but 
they just keep ^oing. ... It 
becomes on obsession with a lot 
of people.” 

Americans often see ceramic 
tile used to great effect in 
Europe, Zachary sa;^ and come 
home wanting their houses to 
reflect the some wannth. 

“The majority of people who 
come in now like the old 
European look," she says, “which 
doesn’t mean you have to use old 
tiles, or Italian or French tile. 
You can use stuff that is hand- 
made in America to get the same 
loolc” • 


Home-grown artisans provide a 
disying number of options. Small 
ceramics studios ore popping up 
everywhere, Herbers says, as arti- 
sans who had worked in other 
media apply their art to tiles. 

“Every way tile could possibly 
be explored, it is being done,” she 
adds. “There are tiles with metal- 
lic glazes, tiles that arc handmade 
by artisans and embedded with 
different designs, tiles that arc 
raised, that look like stone, that 


artists emerged, producing won- 
derfully varied creations.” 

Why is this happening now? 
For the same reasons ganlening 
and woodworking have become 
phenomenally popular in the last 
decade, Herbers believes — a 
reaction to an increasingly high- 
tech world. 

“People are getting back to 
something that is ancient, 
handmade,” she says. “It’s soci- 
ety compensating for storing at

arc reproductions of tiles in the 
1920s — which is the lost time in 
this country that tile was used 
this way." 

She's not the only design writer 
to ^y attention to the explosion 
of tile style. 

“Wc arc witnessing nothing 
less than a renaissance in tile 
design," writes Olivia Bell Buehl, 
former editor of both Home and 
Decorating & Remodeling maga- 
zines, in her new “Tiles: 
Gioosing, Designing and Living 
With Ceramic Tile” (Potter, $40). 
“Not since the 1920s, when the 
American Arts and Crafts era was 
in full flower, have so many tile 


a computer screen. People 
want to be connected to histo- 
ry, to humanity, to natural 
materials, and tile has all three 
of them." 

Tile, however, doesn’t mean 
just ceramic tile. 

“The look that is popular now 
is combining stone, tumbled nuu'^ 
blc, and antiquclimcstoncs or 
slates with handmade bos relief 
tiles for kitchens, baths, pools and 
powder rooms," says Zachary. 
(Tumbled marble has been add- 
washed so that it looks antique; it 
has a pitted texture and is muted 
in color.) 

“’What can be really pretty is to 


do a master bath or kitchen using 
all one color — like white on 
white, or solid blue — and use 
bas relief tiles to give it dimen- 
sion. Combine that with a tum- 
bled marble or a'French lime- 
stone on the floor, and you get a 
look that is classic but warm. ... It 
^ves it that old European look.” 

Phil and Pat Seibold were Ibok- 
, ing “for. something with a tradi- 
tional approach” when they got 
to the bathroom stage of their 
home renovation in the 
Philadelphia area. 

“We are redoing a Scarborough 
house that was built in the late 
‘60s,” says Phil Seibold. “We’ve 
added a dormer where the new 
master bath is, and the old mas- 
ter bath is my daughur Trida’s 
bathroom. We were trying to , 
keep it on the light side, because 
ndthcr bathroom is too large.” 

Since they had woriced success- 
fully with Charles Tiles when 
they redid their kitchen several 
years ago, they turned to the fo^^ 
store chain for help. 

“Wc picked out the tumbled 
marble, and Charles Tiles went 
from there." 

What they ended up with was a 
variety of tumbled marble on 
walls and floors that was com- 
bined with handmade ceramic 
American tiles for a rich texture.

Q: I’m not handy with tools, but 
1 would like to build a Iqwrcost.

A: In the past several years, 
there has been a resurgence of 
: homeowners’ interest in using 
; various methods of solar heat- 
: ing. Residential solar heating is 
free, quiet and non-polluting. 
Building one yourself also sets 
a good example for your chil- 
dren and helps protect the 
environment. 

There are several simple do-it- 
yourself solar heater designs that 
can easily heat one or two rooms 
on a sunny winter day. In the 
! summer, these solar heaters con- 
• vert to natural whole-house 
exhaust ft^ 

A flat (only S inches deep) 

- solar heater, mounted on a tvall, 

; is the least expensive and easiest 
■ design to build. Its construction 
plans call for many common 
scrap materials to keep the cost 
low. 

If you finish the edges neatly 
with cheap aluminum angle, it 
will look just like a large pic- 
ture window on your house. If 
you do not need natural venti- 
lation in the summer, it can 
easily be removed and stored 
in a garage. • - • 

Old corrugated metal roofing, 
“sheermeral’orscrap'printing 
plates from a print shop make 
efficient solar collector shcctsT 
Use an old storm door or inexpen- 
sive clear plastic for the front 
cover. Size the heater to use stan- 
dard lumber (4-by-8-foot) for the 
least waste and lowest cost. 

This basic solar design concept 
is a shallow box with a dear front 
cover. Inside, a black solar collec- 
tor sheet absorbs the sun’s heat. 
Room air circulates between the 
insulated back of the solar box 



and the collector sheet. The air 
picks up the solar heat from the 
collector sheet. 

Scrap corrugated metal roofing 
is particularly good to use 
because it causes turbulence in 
the air flow. This increases the 
heat transfer to the room air and 
boosts its cffidcncy. It also catch- 
es more of the sun’s rays. 

■ For the greatest solar heat out- 
put, mount the solar.hcater with 
_tbe inlet and outlet openings both 
at the bottom. This design 
requires a small air circulation 
fan to force the cool room air in 
and the heated air back out. 

To avoid using a fan, mount the 
solar heater on its side with one 
opening above the other. 1110 less 
dense heated air will naturally 
flow up and out. 

Another effective design is a 
solar Trombe wall. This is a deco- 
rative indoor masonry wall built . 
just behind a large window. The 
wall stores the sun’s heat during 
the day as room air.circulatcs 
past it for distribution. ,

Hospital food fails nutrition guidelines

Hospital food, which rarely 
scores high on the taste test, also 
flunks on nutrition, researchers 
. report after a dietary survey of 57 
university hospitals. 

Menus in’ only four of the 57 
teaching hospitals met all seven 
dietary guidelines adopted by the 
U.S. Public Health Service as 
national healili goals for the year 
2000. For example, those guide- 
lines suggest that people limit fat 
to 30 percent or less of the calo- 
rics they consume and saturated 


fat to 10 percent or less. 

Thirty-nine percent of the 
menus exceeded the recommend- 
ed levels for fat content, 47 per-' 
cent for saturated fat. 81 percent 
for cholesterol and 54 percent for 
sodium. Fewer than half of the 
hospitals provided patients with 
information alMut the nutritional 
value of foods on the mciTu. 

Researchers called the results 
“disappointing" and concluded 
thaL.“mony teaching hospitals do 
not design house diets to meet 
nationally recognized dietary rec- 
ommendations and do not supply 
patients mth enough infarmadon 
to help them make healthful 


dietary choices.” 

The research team, from the 
State University of New York 
at Stony Brook and New York 
University, reported its find- 
ings last month in a letter to 
the New England Jdjirnal of 
Medicine. 

Each hospital in die survey was 
asked to provide three daily 
menus offered to patients who 
were not under specific dietary 
restrictions and did not make 
their own selections. 

“Hospitals should assume a 
greater role in promoting more 
healthful diets,” the researchers 
concluded. “We cannot think of a 


more appropriate place to 
encourage the nuirinonai health 
of Americans.” 

About 90 percent of the hospi- 
tals did meet the guideline for 
calcium intake and provided art 
adequate number of servings of 
fruits and vegetables and grains. 
Nearly half of the hospitals met 
the guidcUne for consumption of 
dietary fiber. 

The findings parallel those of 
an Israeli study, which report- 
ed in 1991 that none of the uhi-' 
versity hospitals in Israel 
served diets meeting the 
dietary goals of the American 
Heart Association. 


Slippery outdoor steps 
can be made safer 


■'“Sllppcrjrourdoontcpsrohaz-- 
ard at many homes, con be made 
significantly safer with do-it-your- 
s cif tre at nients. Icc bn steps in 
'winter is the most dangerous haz- 
ard, but some steps b«omo slip- 
pery when wet and pose a longer- 
lasting peril. 

A strong hand railing is one oi 
the best defenses against falls. 
Any flight of outdoor steps should 
have a railing. 

Several approaches can be 
taken to installing one. Many 
home centers and lumberyards, 
sell metal railing systems that arc 
relatively easy to install. These . 
systems u.sc prefabricated railing 
sections,' complete with rails and 
balusters, that owf-be flexed or - 
adjusted to suirthe slope of the 
steps and cut to fit with a hack- 
saw. Flanges to hold the metal 
posts that support the railing sec- 
tions can be screwed lo masonry 
or wood steps. 

Metal railing systems include 
installation insmictions. An electric 
drill is generally the only power 
tool needed to install them. 

A wood railing is another 
option. Again, some home centers 
and lumberyards sell attractive 
wood railing systems that arc eas- 
ily assembled and can be tailored 
to fit almost any flight of steps. 
Posts, rails and balusters made 
from pressure-treated wood, 
which will hold up well under out- 
door conditions, arc available. 

In some cases, if the stairs run 
beside a wall of the house, a sim- 
ple wood railing can be attached 
to the wall, eliminating the need 
for posts or balusters. A length of 
pressure-treated or cedar dc^ng . 
with rounded edges makes a good 
railing, and can be attached to 
wood-block spacers to hold it a 
few inches from the wall. 

Antislip tape should be 
installed on dry, dean surfaces 
when the temperature is above 
50 degrees. Cut the tape to 
lengths that match the width of 
thq steps or the pan of the steps 
most used for walking. Fasten a 
strip of tape about an inch from 
the front edge of each step, and 
one or more strips -at one-inch 
intervals behind the first strip, 
Three strips of tape generally 
give good traction on a typical 
step. Press the strips firmly 
against the surface with a wallpa- ' 
per seam-roller or small pastry 
rolling pin. 

Rubber stair treads with mold- 
ed antislip surfaces can also 
reduce step hazards. The treads 
arc typically about ttvo feet mde 
and ID inches deep. The treads 


•cen-be-fusiened-to-wood'Stepft 
with tacks or staples and to 
masonry steps ’with a waterproof 
construction adhesive or adhesive 


sealant, such as Polyseamseal. A 
mail-order source of rubber stair 
treads is Vermont Country Store 
in Weston, Vt. (802-362-4647). 
The treads cost about S4 each. 

Steps can also be given a skid- 
resistant surface by coating them 
with paint containing a gritty 
material that leaves a rou^ sur- 
face. The grit is sold at some 
paint scores and can be added to 
water-based or oil-based paint. 
However, be sure to use an exte- 
rior paint chat is- designed for 
heavy-wear surfaces. These are 
usually lal)eled-“pordi and floor” 
or “porch and deck” paint.s. Also, 
if the steps are masonry or metal, 
make sure the paint is suitable 
for those surfaces. Carefully read 
and fuilow the application 
instructions on the paint contain- 
er. Most paints should not be 
applied when the temperature is 
below GO degrees. 

Finally, use common sense when 
climbing or descending outdoor 
steps in wet, snowy or freezing 
weather — don’t hurry or carry 
large objects or packages that 
obstruct vision. Good ligliting can 
also make outdoor steps safer.

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Experts: People at the root of many tree ailments

SAN. JOSE, Calif — There is no 
such tiling as a bad m», only bad 
tree ow*ncrs, say the expens who 
work with trees. Left alone to 
' grow the way nature intended, 
trees develop sturdy trunks tviih 
. magnificent canopies. 

But at the hands of some people 
with saws, trees arc topped, 
chopped and left to strugric in a 
hostile setting Little wander that.- 
they topple over in storms, drop 
branches on the unsuspecting, 
and keel over with disease and 
neglect. 

“People do terrible things to 
trees,” says Mark Beaudoin, the 
San Jose dey arborist, who over- 
sees an urban forest of more than 
1 million tress. “Any pruning that, 
substandally destroys the natural 
character of a tree really upsets 
me.” 

“The No. 1 problem I see from 
homeowners is lack of under- 
standing the importance of the 
roof system,” says Steve Hayden, 
certified arborist and owner of 
-Solici Ground, a honicultunil con- 
sultant in San Jose. “This lack of 
understanding underlies all the 
tree’s otlier problems.” - • 

For instance: 

— Trees in the wrong places. 

• Most people recognize the folly of 
planting a weeping willow above a 
sewer line, but there are worse 
sins. Beaudoin has seen the 
Eucalyptus siderxylon 'Rosea’, 
used as a parking lot tree, for 
example. “Blossom dusters drop 
sugar water all tvinter long Large 
branches crash down on cars. 
Whole trees crash dotvn on cars,” 
he says. 

He secs redwood trees planted 
in nvo-foot-wide strips near sound 
avails tliat destroy, curbs and gut- 
ters. And “when planted upwind 
from a swimming pool, redwood 
tree foliage stains pool concrete 
and plaster black,” he says. 

He is saddened by Lombardy 
poplars installed in tight spaces. 
They have voradous root systems 
that destroy curbs and sidewalks. 
“And then the tree dies," he says. 

And he shudders Over Leylond 
cypre^ plantdi os a saeen plant. ' 
“They grow quickly to 30 feet, 
then the whole row dies of dis- 
ease, with expensive removal cost 
and screen loss,” he says. 

, What tQ do; Choose the right 
tree for your landscape situation. 


“Sunset Western Garden Book” is 
a good starting point, with both 
warnings and recommendations 
for homco'ivners seeking the right 
tree.

Breads, cakes make great do-ahead treats for expected company 


.I’m not mudi of a “pany-lhnnv- 
er,” and Tve only hosted one large 
eveni in my home. That is, until • 
— the"day after ChrihrSasTwhehT" 
hosted my second gathering. 

Although tliis event was attem^- 
ed by mostly family and a few 
friends, I was looking at serving 
lunch to about 30 people. The right 
kind of food in' adequate amounts • 
would be the only way to make it a 
success. 

The most difficult pan for me 
was getting everything done while 
holding my newborn daughter. 
Babies arc very cute and lots of 
fun to hold, but after two or three 
hours, they get heavy. 1 found a 
great contraption I call “The Sling 
Thing” that wraps around me like 
a toga and holds my daughter up 
against me, leaving my hands free. 

I decided that a wide variety of 
sweet breads and cakes would be 
nice finger foods to supplement 
die soup, salads, shrimp and sand- 
wiches. (The “s” sounds were just 
a bonus.) I made the breads a 
week in advance and put in the 
freezer for storing. And allowing 
the breads to stand for 24 hours 
before slicing improves their fla- 
vor. 

The cakes were made the 
evening before die luncheon, and - 
the soup waited until that morn- 
ing. When the guests began arriv- 
ing I was just slicing the breads 
and putting them out oh the table.

NFL wealth-sharing system helps 
teams like Packers compete, thrive

GREEN BAY, Wis. -The NFL’s'policy 
of sharing its wealth has helped the 
' Packers tlmve in Green Bay, the small- 
est dty in America with a professional 
sports team. 

“If we would ever lose thoi, wc simply 
could not be competitive and would 
cease to exist," Packers president Bob 
Harlan said 'Tuesday. 

Eighty-six percent of the team’s $703 
million in 1995 income came from rev- 
enue shared by the league’s 30 teams, 
primarily through national television 
contracts, Harlan said. 

The Packers, owned by a not-for-profit 
corporation of 1,915 shmeholders, none 
of whom have majority control, made 
$5.4 million for the year ending March 
31 and have $21 million in cash reserves. 

Franchises like Green Bay ore lucky 
the NFL devised its poEcy decades ago, 
said Roger Noll, an economics professor 
at Stanford'who has studied revenue 
sharing in professional sports. 

■ “At the time the NFL initiated rev- 
enue sharing, it didn’t have any rev- 
enue,” he said in a telephone interview. 
“It is extremely difficult to radically 
change agreements once a league is ■ 
operoting and successful.’’

BELLEVUE, Wash. (AP) —

Typically, Music Go Round 
will pay about half of what the 
instrument will^cll for again, 
which is usually about half of 
wliat it would cost new, Peter 
says.

NEW YORK — While stocks 
have been the big stars of tho 
1990s bull market o n Street, 
anyinveslor in junk bond 'mutual " 
funds knows they haven’t been 
the whole story. 

For the last six years, funds 
that invest in higher-yielding^- 
lower quality debt securities 
have been rolling up gains at bet- 
ter than 12 percent a year. 

That’s not quite in the same 
league tvith domestic stock fundis* 
16 percent-plus remms, as report- 
ed by Momingstar Mutual Funds 
in Chicago. But it’s still a H.iT7ltng 
performance over a sustained 
period. 

By comparison, funds investing 
in higher quality long-term corpo- 
rate bonds have returned 8.77 
percent a year over die five-year 
period ended Nov. . 30, 
Momingstar reports. The junk 
bond funds* gain actually out- 
paced imemadonal stock mutual 
funds, which averaged ah 11.18 
percent gain per year. 

What makes their rise even 
more impressive is its humble ori- 
gins. In both 1989 and 1990, high- 
yield funds took a beating as 
junk bonds struggled throu^ a 
recession and the collapse of 
their market’s mainstay invest- 
ment firm, Drexcl Burnham 
Lambert. 

Since that time, however, the 
junk bond market has come on 
stronger than ever before as a 
financing medium for newer and 
smaller companies — os well as a 
home for debt securities whose 
issuers' credit ratings fall below 
“investment grade.’’ 

With the help of continuing 
^owth in the economy and rela- 
tively cosy credit conditions, junk 
. bond issuers have generally pros- 
pered, rewarding investors will- 
ing to take ^ater default risk in 
return for higheryields. 

And chat good perfonnance has 
attracced.QddicionaI investment. 
Momingstar now tracks some 164 
junk band funds with S70 billion 
in assets, which compares pretty 
— favorably w $12S billion In all 
■ . types of government bond funds. 

While most other types of bond 
funds have shown little or no 
. growth in recent years, notes 
Alice Lowenstein, a Momingstar - 
analyst, “junk funds have been 
deluged with assets.” 

All this, happy news has 
reached the point, however, 
where some analysts and man- 
agers have turned waty.
